Berlin, Via London, April 8— The 
powerful Qerman pressure along the 
Olse is forcing the French back at 
the lowehr outekirte of Coucy Wood, 

according to the official report from 
general quarters this evening, which 
says: 

"In continuation of our attacks on 
the southern bank of the Oise. we 
drove the enemy out of his strong po- 
sitions on the heighte east of Coucy- 
Le-Chateau." 

Facing American, French and Brit- 
ish troops strongly entrenched and 
well equipped for battle, the German 
army has for the tnoment given up its 
direct drive against Amiens. After 
jutter repulse In his etfOrta.to smash 
alight ttroogjk ib hikTobJeelSve, tgi^ 
enemy now is attomptiw a new ma- 
neuver whloh Is iBtoBidsd to broaden 
the field of action and reduce the men- 
ace of a counter offensive that would 
nullify all the gains made by the Teu- 
tons since March 21. 

Reports from the battle line in Pic- 
ardy disclose the first stages of this 
new German offensive aimed at either 
side Of the salient in the allied lines. 
Vrom La Basse Canal, in the north, to 
the seotors east of iMoa, the great 
artillery forces of the enemy are 
thundering, with the t)onibar(lineni 
deepening at places to the Intensity 
of drumfire. 

The length of this front Is approx- 
imately 120 miles. North of Lens, 
east Of Arras along the new front 
running throngb Bucquoy to Albert, 
south to Montdidier and thence eai 
ward past Lasslgny-and east to Noyon 
to a point far beyond Chaiiny, the 
Germans ace hammering the allied 
lines in an attempt to break the de- 
fenses and prepare them for the in- 
fantry assault which may be eipeeted 
at any moment 

On the vestam "elbow" of the sa- 
lient of the alUed Unee the Qenaans 
are foreed te.ilght nphilL Their ad- 
vance across the lower ground along 
the Somlne, Anere and Luce rivers 
has carried them up to a parapet of 
hills which sentinel the road to 
Amiens. 

Attacks along this natural bulwark 
have netted the enemy only tnslgnlfl- 
eaat gafaM at a horrible coot

Turkish troops are reported to be 
Invading the Caucasus, where they 
will take possession of the territories 
which were given them under the 
peace treaty of Brest LItovsk. The 
landing of British and .Japanese forces 
at Vladvostok seem.s to have been 
merely for the purpose of policing 
t1:at city. No steps toward ejeeting 
them have aa yet been taken by the 
I'nlshevlki attthorities.
